Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the reference pointers (32, 
34 and 36) can not be considered an "overstroke indicator system". Please note that these elements work together to indicate an 
overstroke condition and are therefore considered by the examiner an overstorke indicator. Further, any element or poriton of the brake 
assembly can be considered a housing poriton. In Hockley, element (30) partially houses the indicators. Further, the brake assebly must 
be housed in some manner, and therefor the claim can be read as the indicator mounted to the housing through the bracket and bolt 
members (24). Applicant further argues that the pointers (32 and 34) are not located at an angular position because the puch rod moves 
in a linear motion. Please note that the brake arm does move in an angular motion and therefor the indicators can be considered to be 
located in an angular position. The sensor (36) is flexible as seen in figure 3. 

White teaches a housing poriton 44 which houses the overstroke indicator. The indictor mounted to the housing portion through the rod 
and lever. 

Applicant would overcome the art of record if the claim were amended to state that the indicators were directly moounted to the housiing. 
The assembly is mounted to a hosuing portion in both White and Hockley, but neither teaches indicators mounted directly on the 
housing.
